Romulus Police have apprehend¬ 
ed and charged Phillip Hamm with a 
recent armed robbery at the Key 
Manor Apartments on Wayne Road, 
Romulus.

The victim 
claims that the suspect called her by 
name, while demanding she get it for 


him. 

At the time of the break in, the 
victim had been on the telephone 
with a friend, who hearing the com¬ 
motion called 911. After spending 
fifteen minutes in the apartment, the 
two suspects ran from the apartment 
jumping into a red Probe. Police ar¬ 
rived shortly thereafter in response to 
the 911 call. 

The victim told the police that the 
suspect who took off his mask had a 
Chinese tatoo on the side of his neck, 
and that he called her by name.

The Michigan Department of 
Transportation announced earlier 
this week that crews are set to begin 
work on rehabilitating the east- 
bound and westbound 1-94 bridges 
over Inkster Road at the Taylor-Ro- 
mulus border. The initial phase of 
the project involves the construction 
of a temporary lane in each direc¬ 
tion. 

“We are going to build two tern-

porary lanes to keep three lanes of 
traffic moving both ways through 
our work zone,” said Mark Chaput, 
manager of MDOT’s Transportation 
Service Center in Taylor. 

This section of 1-94 typically car¬ 
ries 134,000 vehicles per day. There 
will be some evenings and week¬ 
ends when the freeway is reduced to 
one lane in each direction. Inkster 
Road will be reduced to one lane for 
the majority of the project. 

The estimated cost of the project 
is $7.2 million.

Developers continue to focus attention on city

Developers continue to eye land 
in the city of Inkster as possible sites 
to build condominiums, townhous- 
es and private homes, according to 
Community Developer Director 
Richard Wooten. 

As property prices in surround¬ 
ing cities and townships have drasti¬ 
cally risen over recent years, it be¬ 


comes economically feasible for de¬ 
velopers to look at Inkster for in¬ 
vestment, according to Wooten. 

Wooten pointed out that the city 
presently has on its drawing boards 
four major developments. They in¬ 
clude: 

* The Greenhouse Property De¬ 
velopment - A proposed 114-unit 
condominium development is cur¬ 
rently proposed for the site at Michi¬ 
gan Avenue and Harrison. The city 


has signed a development agree¬ 
ment for the property and formal 
site plans for the redevelopment of 
the property have been submitted 
to the city. Price range for the units 
are in the area of $120,000 to 
$150,000. 

* The Comerica Property Devel¬ 
opment - The site, approximately 14 
acres, is being marketed for residen¬ 
tial as well as commercial develop¬ 
ment. The site is located on Inkster 


Road, south of the railroad right-of- 
way. A Pontiac-based non-profit is 
currently considering the property 
for redevelopment; 

* Proposed New Single-Family 
Subdivision - A new 41 unit single¬ 
family subdivision is proposed for 
vacant property located at Cherry 
Hill and Beech Daly. The develop¬ 
ment of the project should start dur¬ 
ing the 2002 calendar year. Houses 
will start at approximately 1,700 


square feet and will cost between 
$190,000 to $200,000. 

* The Redevelopment of Carver 
Homes Area - The city of Inkster is 
exploring the feasibility of the rede¬ 
velopment in the Carver Homes 
Area principally located south of 
Carlysle, east of Middlebelt, west of 
Irene and north of Annapolis Road. 
A recent town hall meeting to dis¬ 
cuss the project with local residents 
was held on Feb. 4, 2001. The initial 


proposal is for 150 to 200 single-fami¬ 
ly detached homes in the targeted 
area. These homes are priced to sell 
for approximately $120,000 to 
$150,000. 

“I firmly believe that developers 
and individuals who want to buy 
homes are rediscovering our city. It 
has so much to offer in that it is 
close to the rmoor highways, the air¬ 
port and, yes, we are a friendly city 
with much to offer,” Wooten added.

Additional studies reveal 
that breast cancer is the most com¬ 
monly diagnosed cancer in women 
and is second to only lung cancer as 
the leading cause of female cancer 
death. 

Rirthermore, all women are at risk 
for breast cancer, the two main risk 
factors are: First, being a women; 
and. Secondly, growing older. 

The Outreach Office has helpful 
literature relating to early detection, 
exams, and mortality rates. Breast 
cancer incidence is lower in African 
American women than in white 
women, but black women experience 
a higher mortality rate.

* Women ages 40 to 49 with no 
symptoms receive clinical breast ex¬ 
ams annually and undergo mammog¬ 
raphy every one or two years; 

* Women over 50 receive annual 
breast exams and screening mammo¬ 
grams eveiy year.

Window on Wayne 


Wayne ha5 always had a love af¬ 
fair with its autos and its auto man¬ 
ufacturers. 

Did you know that Wayne was 
once the home of the first Indi¬ 
anapolis 500 car race winner? 

But, I am getting ahead of my 
story. Let’s start from the begin¬ 
ning. 

In 1916, Harroun Automobile 
Company purchased the Prouty 
Glass Carriage Factory on Sophia 
(2002 Elizabeth Street) next to the 
Michigan Central Railroad at a cost 
of $40,000 to manufacture automo¬ 
biles. 

The Harroun Company really 
never had a chance at success, be¬ 
cause, soon after production was 
started. World War I broke out and 
Harroun Company stopped mak¬ 
ing automobiles. They had manu¬ 
factured only 500 by 1918. The Har¬ 
roun Company turned to manufac¬ 
turing 155. millimeter shells for the 
military. 

Ray Harroun was the winner of 
the first Indianapolis 500 car race in 
1911 and had manufactured gas 
and kerosene carburetors. He also 
invented the automobile bumper 
before coming to Wayne. Ray Har¬ 
roun was the chief engineer for 
Maxwell Automobile Company in 
1914 

When the factory on Sophia 
Street was purchased the company 
also purchased land west of the fac¬ 
tory, between the railroad and 
Michigan Avenue, to build a second 
plant. The day of the ground-break¬ 
ing for the second plant was de¬ 
clared as an informal holiday in 
Wayne. Mayor Lee and other digni¬ 
taries welcomed the Harroun Com¬ 
pany to Wayne with a parade that 
featured decorated motor cars. 
Students from Wayne High School 
sang patriotic songs. 

Ray Harroun, the company’s 
founder; was the guest of Mr Stell- 
wagon at a dinner at the Westwood 
Inn 

After the end of World War I, 
Guy Monihan, president of Har¬ 
roun Company, attempted to re¬ 
turn to car production Mr. Moni¬ 
han filed a claim for payment of war

production and the government 
paid more than asked for in the 
claim but with plant overhead and 
depleted company funds Harroun 
Company went bankrupt in 1922. 

Ray Harroun went to Saginaw 
Stamping and Tool Company 
where he worked until 1957, when 
he retired. 

Harroun cars were four cylinder; 
16.9 horsepower; with a wheelbase 
of 106 inches. The cars weighed 
1,940 pounds and they could travel 
49.6 miles on one gallon of gasoline. 
The hood and the body of the vehi¬ 
cles were painted forest green. Up¬ 
holstery, frame and the radiator 
were painted black, while the 
wheels were painted autumn 
brown. 

They sold for: Roadster $595 
and Sedans $895. A total of 3000 
Harroun cars were sold during the 
life of the company. 

The factory on Michigan Avenue 
was sold to Goffredson Trucks, 
which made trucks. The factory ex¬ 
changed hands when Graham- 
Paige Motor Corp bought it and 
later sold it to Bendix Corporation 
and in 1946, the plant was owned 
by Garwood who made several 
types of truck components in the 
plant. 

The building eventually became 
the Wayne Public Warehouse in the 
1970’s and today it is known as 
Wayne Industries, Inc. 

Car manufacturers have always 
loved Wayne; and Wayne has always 
loved cars and their manufacturers.

Mayor urges “yes” vote on new police building

Speaking before a Rotary Club 
luncheon audience last week. May¬ 
or A1 Haidous urged citizens to 
support the construction of a new 
police building. The mayor stressed 
that the proposed multi-million dol¬ 
lar police facility was needed be¬ 
cause the old building did not meet 
the community’s growing needs.

I hope to continue to work on 
these challenges, as seen with the 
revitalization of our downtown dis¬ 
trict, and offer solutions to some of 
those challenges - solutions that will 
help us maintain a position as a 
thriving economic center. 


“In order to make this vision pos¬ 
sible, a strong infrastructure needs 
to be established and maintained. 
For example, on June 4, 2002, the 
voters of the city of Wayne will be 
asked to vote Yes’ for a 1-mill in¬ 
crease for the sole purpose of build¬ 
ing a new and modernized police 
station. This vote is very important 
because the safety and security of 
our citizens and businesses will help 
establish an infrastructure that will 
allow us to follow our vision of the 
future.”

CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN 
REGULAR BOARD MEETING MINUTES 
MARCH 19, 2002 

Supervisor King called the meeting to order at 7:30 p.m. in the Board 
Room. Present: King, Payne, Hart, Herman, Jahr and Rochowiak. 
Absent and excused: Budd. Others in attendance: Planning and 
Economic Development Director Kelley, Recreation and Facilities 
Director Ross, Water and Sewer Director Duha, Environmental 
Director Ballard, Public Safety Director Elg, Parks Manager Camis, 
Executive Assistant Ireland, Secretary Cline, and an audience of four¬ 
teen (14). 

APPROVAL OF AGENDA: Payne moved, Hart seconded to 
approve the agenda as presented. Carried. 

PUBLIC HEARING: Hart moved, Herman seconded to open the 
public hearing to receive public comment on the establishment of a 
Local Development Financing District in a portion of the Township 
generally known as Grace Lake Estates. Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Director 
Kelley. Director Kelley stated the public hearing is the second part of 
a multi step process to consider the establishment of a Local 
Development Financing Authority (LDFA). The Visteon Corporation, 
the second largest Tier 1 supplier to the automotive industry in the 
world is considering parcels of land in the area of the district to locate 
its world headquarters. The LDFA is regulated by the State of 
Michigan and would allow a township that does not have funding to 
extend incentives to a large corporation to locate in their community. 
This public hearing is to receive public comment, as it relates to the 
establishment of the LDFA and begins a sixty-day comment period 
who the taxing jurisdictions affected by the establishment of an 
LDFA may choose to participate or opt out. The taxing jurisdictions 
include Wayne County, Wayne RESA, Huron Clinton Metro 
Authority and Wayne County Community College, The LDFA is a 
mechanism where bonds would be sold, with a value to be deter¬ 
mined and would be repaid by capturing the ad valorem millages; on 
property bills in these taxing units. Director Kelley stated there has 
been favorable responses from the taxing units and believes it would 
be appropriate for them to participate because of the benefits this 
would bring to the Township. The monies would be used for public 
improvements including infrastructure such as roads, demolition, 
clearing of land, shared parking facilities, on-site barrier free 
improvements and on-site storm waterr management- Director Kelley 
continued by stating that Visteon has not announced whether they 
will proceed with the development of a world headquarters in Van 
Buren Township, other than swing Van Buren Township is the only 
site being looked at if they do go forward with this development. 

Supervisor King stated the Township already has a Downtown 
Development Authority (DDA) and this is to create a LDFA and the 
two districts are fundamentally different. The LDFA tax base would 
be estabWed from the taxes currently on these properties in the pro- 
proposed LDFA district and would only capture the growth in these 
taxing units for a determined period of time. The DDA improvements 
are much broader in range then the eligible LDFA projects. 
Supervisor King stated at the end of the 60-day waiting period and 
upon approval of the taxing authorities the next step would be for the 
Board of Trustees to adopt the establishment of the LDFA Board and 
designate the boundaries of the district. The LDFA Board Would con¬ 
sist of seven members recommended by the Township Supervisor and 
confirmed by the Board of Trustees, two members by the Chief 
Executive officer of the Van Buren Public School District, one mem¬ 
ber by the Wayne County Commission and one member by Wayne 
County Community College District. The 60-day period would expire 
on May 18, 2002. 

Board members inquired if there were any of the taxing jurisdictions 
considering opting out? Director Kelley stated no, he has only heard 
positive responses. It was also stated that the Van Buren Public 
School district would not be affected by the LDFA they will still 
roceive the full amount of taxes captured. 

There were no questions or comments made by the audience. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the 
public hearing. 

Jahr moved, Payne seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 

Rochowiak moved, Herman seconded to open the public hearing to 
receive public comment regarding a 2002 Michigan Natural 
Resources Trust Fund Grant Application. Carried. 

Supervisor King gated this item was in part a topic of discussion at 
the March 5, 2002 Board Meeting where the Board authorized 
Director Ballard and Director Kelley to enter into discussion with 
Ford Land Development Corporation for the purpose of acquiring 
approximately 60 acres of land, located dimfly north of the Township 
Hall, for the purpose of esublishing a passive park. 

Director Ballard stated this is the third of three public hearings 
required by the state for the Michigan Natural Resources Trust Grant 
application. The first public hearing took place on March 12, 2002 at 
the Recreation Committee meeting and the second took place at a 
joint Planning Commission and Environmental Commission meeting 
on March 13, 2002. A presentation was also given at the March 12, 
2002 Downtown Development Authority meeting. These public hear¬ 
ing presented an opportunity to receive feedback from the members 


of these groups and residents. Director Ballard further stated that 
unanimous motions of support and recommendations were given by 
the DDA, Recreation Committee, Planning Commission and 
Environmental Commission along with letters of support from the 
City of Belleville, Van Buren Public School District, Huron Valley 
Conservation Association, and Wayne County Community College. 
Director Ballard continued by stating Ford Land Development 
Corporation has come to the Township to discuss a conceptual master 
plan far the land on the north side of Tyler Road from Belleville Road 
to Book Road, with commercial use on the comer of Belleville and 
Tyler and industrial/office technology on the comer of Beck and Tyler 
and in the middle the donation of 60 acres to the Township for a pas¬ 
sive recreational park. (Specifically noting no formal plans have been 
submitted to the Township.) The preservation of open space and 
access to passive recreational trails has long been a community priori¬ 
ty and^are specifically listed as goals and action items in the follow¬ 
ing plans; 5-year Recreation Master Plan, Premier Community 
Amenities (Master Plan Amendment), and Rouge River Lower I 
Subwatershed Management Plan. Director Ballard presented pho¬ 
tographs showing the diverse natural wooded and wetland of this area 
which is located in the middle of the Township with a large potential 
user base from the surrounding residential areas, Belleville Road 
commercial district, DDA District, North Middle School, Beck Road 
Baseball field. Quirk Park, September Days Senior Center and Van 
Buren Township Hall. 

Parks Manager Camis discussed the proposed project. The plan 
includes approximately 1.5 miles of wetland boardwalks and upland 
trails (ADA accessible), a small parking area (20 parking spaces), a 
small pavilion with picnic, tables and bathrooms, interpretive sig¬ 
nage, scenic overlooks, and benches. Parks Manager Camis continued 
by stating information gathered from citizen surveys for the 
Recreation Master Plan indicate that alternative funding, bike and 
walking paths have strong support. The Recreation Mater Plan also 
specifically includes acquiring land as a goal. This type of project is 
what the Recreation Master Plan and the Department of Natural 
Resources is looking to preserve natural habitats. 
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Director Ballard stated to make this proposed park a reality the 
Township must seek outside funding and the Trust Grant Fund is a 
prefect source. The proposed park would meet the Trust Grant Fund 
priorities to preserve natural areas and create public access for pas¬ 
sive recreational park. The budget for this project is $489,000, with 
the grant providing $366,750 and the remaining. $122,250 from a 
required 25% local match. This application would be submitted by 
April 1, 2002, The state would then review the application and would 
make the decision on who receives the gmt and notify the recipient 
left in 2002. If this project is selected to receive the grant the 
Township would have a two-year time frame to develop the park. 

Members of the Board had the following comments. The proposed 
park would have the least amount of harm impact to the environment 
by building raised boardwalks that would protect the wetlands. 
Director Ballard stated the trail would be designed to be the least 
invasive to the area. Also, Ford Land is having their planners develop 
an ecological survey of the site to indicate species and ecosystem 
types in the proposed development area. 

There were no questions or comments were from the audience. 

Supervisor King reiterated Director Ballard’s comments on acquiring 
land for a passive recreational park and further stated her support for 
the project saying this would be the first of its kind of park in the 
township. 

Director Ballard stated the proposed park would be a prefect educa¬ 
tional opportunity for the community. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the 
public hearing. 

Hart moved, Herman seconded to close the public hearing, Carried.

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School Board, Edison feuding 
like Hatfields and McCoys 


A real brouhaha is boiling in Inkster. Edi¬ 
son Schools, the New York-based education 
company that was hired by the Inkster 
School Board a year-and-a-half ago to oper¬ 
ate Inkster Schools is now the target of nu¬ 
merous charges that they are bankrupting 
the schools while providing inferior educa¬ 
tional opportunities. 

In fact, the School Board and Edison are 
at impossible odds. The school board is 
blaming Edison for all that is wrong with 
Inkster, while at the same time Edison is 
looking to the state to pull a “Detroit,” in 
other words, replacing the school board 
with a state appointed administration 
board. 

Last Thursday, the School Board held a 
meeting to discuss the situation with the 
public. Nearly 300 parents, many of them 
angry, packed the meeting room to vocally 
abuse Edison. Also in attendance was Dr. 
Donald Weatherspoon, from the Michigan 
Department of Education. 

Most of the complaints have to do with 
Edison replacing personnel with new peo¬ 
ple. In fact the meeting was initiated when 
the Board went berserk upon finding out 
that Edison had hired Servicemaster to re¬ 
place the Board appointed custodians at all 
schools. 

Edison, so were are told, hadn’t bothered 
to tell the Board that they were signing a 
million dollar contract with Servicemaster 
to provide custodial services. Edison is also 
attempting to hire their own bus drivers 
and cafeteria workers, much to the chagrin 
of many of those who have labored in those 
positions for years. 

This is the crux of the matter. The Board 
feels they are owed explanations on the ma¬ 
jor actions Edison attempts to implement. 
Edison appears to believe that the Board is 


only a road¬ 
block, and be¬ 
cause they are 
so confronta¬ 
tional, do not 
deserve to 
know what is 
going on. 

Fbr the most part, the people seem to 
support the Board. Members were elected 
by the people to supervise the operation of 
the school district. They hired Edison to 
handle the operations end, but I don’t think 
anyone believed that the Board would be 
left out of making major decisions. In any 
contractual situation like this, it would be¬ 
hoove Edison to consult with the Board pe¬ 
riodically on how things should be done. 

But for whatever reason, Edison doesn’t 
feel obligated to present their case to the 
Board. They didn’t show-up at Thursday’s 
meeting and we are told no board members 
have a clue as to the financial situation of 
the district because Edison won’t reveal 
that information. 

Unless someone can bring these two war¬ 
ring factions together, Inkster will be on the 
brink of major changes, again. The State is 
forming a task force to look in to the matter 
and ultimately the Governor may take ac¬ 
tion. That action could come in the form of 
nullifying the Edison contract, disbanding 
the current school board and appointing 
another, or unraveling the school district 
and have Inkster students attend neighbor¬ 
ing schools. 

I’m not sure any of the above are good al¬ 
ternatives. The school board and Edison 
need to settle their differences and work to¬ 
gether to ensure the children of Inkster a 
better education.

Lansing plays the ‘Price is Right’ 


Last week when Governor Engler 
was trying to push his court-packing 
bill through the State Legislature, he 
needed three Democrat votes. The 
bill would have added $30,000 per 
year to the retirement pay of any 
state judge who retired before En¬ 
gler left office. 

Engleris problem was that in or¬ 
der for him to be able to appoint the 
replacement judges, a super majority 
had to vote to give it immediate ef¬ 
fect. Otherwise, his successor would 
appoint the replacements next year. 
The bill was linked for passage with 
other court legislation favored by 
both parties that would save $50 mil¬ 
lion toward the budget deficit.

Miner’s ask¬ 
ing price was said to be a vanity li¬ 
cense plate for the United Auto 
Workers. 

Engler turned that down, partly 
because of his strained relations with 
UAW leaders and that the Right to 
Life organization would then have a 
precedent to demand the vanity 
plate they have wanted. 

Skubick reported Miller was 
asked if the voters back home would 
think this kind of horse-trading was 
wrong. Miner’s reply was, “his 250,000 
constituents would understand if he 
gave his vote for the governor’s pro¬ 
gram and got something for the 
county in return.” Mffier said the two 


sides were at the “Price is Right” 
stage looking at door number one 
and door number two. 

This kind of “horse-trading” 
brings to mind the story of the man 
who asked the pretty young woman 
if she would sleep with him for a mil¬ 
lion doUars, When she said yes he 
asked, how about for fifty dollars.

Good unemployment bill could be 


In 1995, the Republican-con¬ 
trolled Michigan legislature passed a 
law that froze the maximum unem¬ 
ployment benefits for laid-off workers 
at $300 a week and gave substantial 
unemployment tax cuts to Michigan 
businesses. 

Democrats, labor representatives 
and working families across Michigan 
were outraged. Unemployment in¬ 
surance is a worker’s first line of de¬ 
fense against an economic downturn. 
It is what allows Michigan’s working 
families to continue to survive after 
losing jobs through no fault of their 
own. 

This is a crucial issue for Michi¬ 
gan, since the jobless rate is the high¬ 
est the state has seen since 1994. 

Democrats have been calling on 
the GOP to restore benefits to the 
level they would be at today ($415 
maximum) and provide an increase 
for unemployed workers who don’t 
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qualify to receive the maximum. 

While many Republicans agree 
that it’s time to raise unemployment 
benefits for laid-off workers, their pro¬ 
posals have greatly differed from 
those proposed by Democrats. 

The original Republican-spon¬ 
sored legislation reported from com¬ 
mittee had called for an increase in 
maximum benefits to only $362 a 
week and a “Waiting Week,” meaning 
that a laid-off worker would have to 
wait for one week after they were laid 
off to receive a benefit check. In ef¬ 
fect, the Republican proposal would 


have punished employees for being 
laid off 

Some workers are forced to live 
paycheck-to-paycheck, and they still 
have to feed their families the first 
week after being laid off Democrats 
pointed out that this so-called “Wait¬ 
ing Week” was actually a “Penalty 
Week,” and it would have taken more 
than $100 million from the pockets of 
Michigan’s unemployed. Because of 
this “Penalty Week” provision, more 
than 50 percent of Michigan’s jobless 
workers would have actually received 
a reduction in their benefits. 

Other provisions in their bill 
would have eliminated unemploy¬ 
ment benefits for autoworkers that 
receive supplemental layoff benefits 
such as sub-pay. Not only would this 
have eliminated current benefits for 
autoworkers, but it would also have 
meant sub-pay funds would have 
been depleted more quickly during 


better 

extended layoff periods. 

Under the Democratic proposal, 
the maximum weekly benefit, which 
has been frozen at $300 for six years 
(Michigan currently has the lowest 
maximum benefit level in the Mid¬ 
west), would be restored to 58 per¬ 
cent of the state’s average weekly 
wage, increasing the maximum to 
$415. This would mean that the max¬ 
imum weekly benefit would rise or foil 
according to the state’s average 
wage. 

In addition, the Democratic pro¬ 
posal would have given a five percent 
increase for all those receiving unem¬ 
ployment benefits, not just those 
who qualify for the maximum 
amount. It would also have removed 
the “Penalty Week” provision. This 
proposal, which I co-sponsored last 
year, has not been given a hearing by

I don’t understand what her 
daughter was doing in an apartment 
instead of being at school where she 
belongs on a Friday at 10 ajn. I don’t 


understand how a mother who “was 
up by 9 ajn.” didn’t know the where¬ 
abouts of her daughter. 

I don’t understand why she was¬ 
n’t up to see her daughter off to 
school. I don’t understand why a 
mother would allow her daughter to 
hang around an apartment that ob¬ 
viously has some type of criminal ac¬ 
tivity afoot in it. 

I seriously doubt that a search 
warrant was executed in the manner 
it was described as having been, just 
to gather evidence for a statutory 
rape case. It appears that there are 
some other extenuating circum¬ 
stances that were not brought forth. 

Ms. Summers, executing a search 
warrant at a residence is a highly dy¬ 


namic and dangerous event. Officers 
have no way of knowing if there are 
weapons present or if the occupants 
are going to be assaultive and com¬ 
bative.

You 
owe an apology to your daughter for 
having allowed her to be in that type 
of environment, and to the Westland 
Police Department for having to deal 
with your daughter.

They are not statistics in a MEAP 
report, or one among 30 in a crowded 
classroom. 

They are not part of a numbers 
4 game for school funding, or are not 
^ mounted on the base of a trophy as a 
1 school bragging right. 

;! Morning Day students are individ- 

;uals. 

“We have a vision of how educa¬ 
tion should look for children,” said 
3 Elaine Yagiela, the school’s founder. 

Yagiela believes that children ben- 
7 efit from hands-on experience and in- 
2 dividual learning in classrooms that 
1 1 are multi-aged, that encourage edu- 
cation at a student’s own pace, and 
J that are small. The teacher-to-stu¬ 
dent ration is 1 to 11, and each 
teacher is aided by three to four par¬ 
ents per day. 

Children at Morning Day set their 
own schedules on goal-setting day. 
Though goal-setting day is teacher 
directed and motivated, students are 
involved. Each student makes an ap¬ 
pointment with their teachei; maps 
their day, looks at their goals, and 
schedules where each class will fall. 

Classes include math, reading sci¬ 
ence, history, music, and Spanish, 

, among many others. 

“We want children to own their 
■ learning,” said Yagiela. “We want 
I them to feel responsible for their own 
learning 

The students are placed in small 
groups according to skills. Morning 
Day has a group that is just right for 
eveiyone, allowing students to fit in 
. by ability and social skills. 

New children are assessed individ¬ 
ually by teachers, and with the use of 
one diagnostic test, although it is on¬ 
ly given on a need basis. No MEAP 
I testing is done at the school.

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Charges could soon be filed in Canton group home resident

The Wayne County Medical Ex¬ 
aminer's Office has ruled the Febru¬ 
ary death of a group home resident a 
homicide, and three workers could 
face criminal charges. 

In a report issued Tuesday, the 
medical examiner said 22-year-old 
Charles Mancill suffocated because 
of compression on his chest. Mancill 
lost consciousness Feb. 13 after an al¬ 
tercation with group home workers 
at a Super Kmart on Ford Road after 
he took a toy from the store. He was 


taken to St. Mary’s Hospital in Livo¬ 
nia, where he was pronounced dead. 

Canton police on Wednesday 
turned over the case to the Wayne 
County Prosecutor's Office, which 
will decide if criminal charges will be 
brought against the workers, Sgt. 
Todd Mutchler said. 

Mancill was living at a Redford 
Tbwnship facility run by Imani Resi¬ 
dential Services, which specializes in 
care for developmental^ disabled 
people. The three workers who re¬ 
strained him were suspended, while 
the staff reviewed the details of the 


case. They are back on the job and 
innocent of any wrongdoing, said 
Gregory Bator, attorney for the group 
home. Mancill had long been upset 
over his family’s infrequent visits, 
which could have led to his actions 
last month, Bator said. 

“His behavior outside the Kmart 
store was not unique,” Bator said. 
“Dealing with an individual with the 
problems he presented isn't simple.” 

On Feb. 13, Mancill was a passen¬ 
ger on a group home van when it 
stopped at the Super Kmart in Can¬ 
ton Township. Mancill asked to use 


Crash kills 74-year-old Canton woman 


A 74-year-old Canton woman 
died Saturday as the result of a traffic 
accident at the intersection of Ford 
Road and Morton Taylor. 

Sylvia Habuda died from multiple 
injuries suffered when her Ford Es¬ 
cort was struck turning northbound 
on Morton Taylor from eastbound 
Ford at approximately 2:30 pm 
She was alone in the vehicle, 


which sustained extensive damage. 

Habuda was transported from 
the scene to St. Joseph Mercy Hospi¬ 
tal in Ypsilanti, where she died a 
short time later.

Cleanup considered

Canton residents may be sur¬ 
prised at some of the sites recently 
designated as possible Brownfields 
in their community. 

The Canton Tbwnship Board has 
been approached to develop a 
Brownfields Authority to deal with 
contamination in order to develop 
properties. An authority would give 
the township the ability to collect 
revenues from areas designated in 
the form of TIF money, enabling 
them to help developers clean up 
contaminated land. 

Eventually, the newly developed 
land could mean millions in added 
tax revenues for the township, due 
to property that would have in¬ 
creased value as it is developed and 
made viable. 

A TIF district would allow the au¬ 
thority to capture taxes above those 
already paid to the township be¬ 
cause of the increased value of the 
improvements. 

That money would be set aside in 
the authority and could be used in 
the future for possible infrastructure 
improvements and other projects. 

Presented to the board was a list 
of possible contaminated sites, in¬ 
cluding a list of gas stations with 
leaking underground storage tanks. 
Those include Shell Service Station 
at Ford and Haggerty, Total at Ford 
and Canton Center; and the Speed¬ 
way on Michigan Avenue. Other 
sites with underground tank leakage 
are; Canton Township Value Muffler; 
Former Acme Packaging Facility, 
Rite Aid, and former Canton Party 
Store. 

Also included were sites with oth¬ 
er contamination problems, a pre¬ 
sentation that lists well over a hun¬ 
dred additional contaminated sites 
within the township, including the 
possible inclusion of a subdivision. 

If the Board of Trustees decides 
to establish the authority, notice will 
be given to the public and to the tax¬ 
ing jurisdiction. At that time a public 
hearing will be set for residents to

the Republican leadership even 
though it was introduced in Febru¬ 
ary of 2001. The unemployment 
insurance fund currently is at a 
record high $2.6 billion. 

While I am disappointed in the 
final House approved version of 
the bill, which only raised the max¬ 
imum benefit level to $375 and in¬ 
cluded no increase for individuals 
not qualifying for the maximum 
benefit, I am pleased that the 
“Penalty Week” provision was re¬ 
moved. After seven years, any in¬ 
crease is a positive step for Michi¬ 
gan’s unemployed workers. 

I am convinced that, had it not 
been for the Democratic Caucus’ 
united opposition to the original 
Republican proposal, we would 
have seen a much worse piece of 
legislation. 

Many Republicans were reluc¬ 
tant to even support the punitive 
original proposal. The Speaker 
was so displeased by the version of 
the proposal approved by the 
committee, that he removed the 
committee chair from his position. 
Stripping the committee chair 
from his position was the Speak¬ 
er’s attempt at atoning for the de¬ 
bacle that had occurred when the 
bill was taken up on the House 
floor. 

I support President Bush in 
saying that we need to do all we 
can to stimulate the economy. Un¬ 
employment benefits are almost 
immediately spent on food, cloth¬ 
ing, and other necessities. That in¬ 
fusion of cash would help Michi¬ 
gan’s economy. 

Until we can make sure that 
everyone who loses their job 
through no fault of their own can 
survive while they’re out of work, I 
will remain only “somewhat” 
pleased with the passage of this 
bill. We can do better.

Detroit Bedford ousts Tigers, 58-33

Arctic winds swept the tundra 
that led to the Breslin Arena in East 
Lansing on Friday afternoon and 
chilled fans and froze Belleville’s 
hopes of playing for the coveted 
Class A state basketball title. 

While Detroit Redford warmed up 
to the challenge, Belleville could not 
jump-start or generate the heat that 
would melt down their semifinal op¬ 
ponent. 

Subsequently, Coach Mike Kro- 
gel’s Tigers suffered a season-ending 
58-33 loss at the hands of Redford 
Huskies. 

Disappointed at the outcome of 


the game, the first-year Belleville 
coach was quick to point out that he 
was not disappointed with his team 
or the players. 

“How can you be disappointed 
with a team that has won 23 of their 
27 games this year?” asked Krogel af¬ 
terward. “Our coaching staff and 
fans are very proud of this group. 
They deserve a lot of credit for what 
they achieved this season.” 

What Belleville achieved this sea¬ 
son was: the Mega-Red champi¬ 
onship and the Mega-Red, Mega- 
White Playoff title. To get to the 
state semis, Belleville also had to 
eliminate Ann Arbor Pioneer (53-50) 
in the regional finals and Lansing 
Everett (51-49) in the quarterfinals. 

No small accomplishment for any 


high school ball club.. 

Did winning two last-second vic¬ 
tories take its toll on his 
players? (Both the Pioneer and 
Everett games were decided with 
last-second baskets). 

“Some have pointed that out to 
me,” commented Krogel. “I really 
can’t say. We just didn’t play the kind 
of game (against Redford) we all 
know we are capable of. We shot less 
than 25 percent against them - and 
that just isn’t us. Obviously we had a 
cold, a horrendous night from the 
field.” 

Belleville managed to score 10 
points in the first period, another 10 
in the second. It got even worst after 
the half when the Tigers were held to 
single digits - 8 and 5 points for the 


third and final quarters of their sea¬ 
son. 

From the opening tip, Redford 
took command. While Belleville 
missed its first two opportunities to 
score, Redford’s Jamal Lock scored 
on a short jumper and then came 
back after a Tiger turnover and 
scored the front end of a one-and- 
one after he sustained a foul from 
James Holmes. 

Holmes got Belleville on the 
scoreboard at 5:54 of the first period 
and the senior guard’s basket was 
followed up by teammate Charles 
Woodford’s two-pointer after Red- 
ford’s Dion Harris scored from under 
the basket.

SloiEnes’ heroics 
fit fliers over 
Everett to Final 4

Riding a wave of an eight-game 
winning streak, Belleville had to 
muster all of its strength at the end 
to survive a determined Lansing 
Everett in the state quarterfinals. 

The Tigers survived Everett 
thanks to a revitalized second-half of¬ 
fense and the heroics of their senior 
guard James Holmes who pumped 
in 11 of his 20 points in the final quar¬ 
ter to beat back Lansing Everett, 51- 
49, to preserve the victory and ad¬ 
vance to the state semifinals. 

Everett helped in its own demise. 

The Vikings blew an eight-point 
mid-fourth quarter eight-point lead 
as Holmes jumped -started the slug¬ 
gish Belleville offense that had 
scored a total of 18 points for the en¬ 
tire first half. 

A steal, a turnover and a jump 
ball in the closing seconds were cru¬ 
cial in the final seconds for Belleville. 
The litany of Everett errors set into 
motion a series of unbelievable 
events that ended host, Everett’s 
dream of reaching the Final Four. 

With 17 seconds left, Belleville re¬ 
tained control of the ball after a jump 
ball and Belleville Coach Mike Kro¬ 
gel called a time out. 

“We set up a play that would get 
the ball to Holmes,” Krogel later said 


The ball went to 6-3 center An¬ 
toine Jordan, who saw Holmes 
breaking for the basket. Jordan fired 
the ball over to Holmes who drove in 
for the layup that sealed Belleville’s 
ninth consecutive victory, the key 
that opened the door to the Breslin 
Arena and the Final 4. 

‘This was a nip-and-tuck game all 
32 minutes. We were involved in a 
battle from start to finish,” Krogel 
said, who explained that his slow- 
starting team had problems on of¬ 
fense. 

“There was no rhythm to our of¬ 
fense. And we needed someone to 
take command.” That someone 
proved to be Holmes. 

The 6-3 senior guard scored 11 of 
his game-high 20 points in the final 
quarter, and that proved to be the 
difference in the game. It erased 
Everett’s eight point lead. 

“We had this game in our hands,” 
said Everett’s Johnny Jones. “We 
couldn’t close it out.” 

Holmes and the Tigers did show 
they had that killer instinct which 
put them in the Final 4 in the first 
place. 

But they kept their fans on the 
edge of their seats during most of the 
game. The Tigers shot miserably for
